GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY WINTER CONVOCATION 

WASHINGTON, D.C.-- Former Senator J. William Fulbright of Arkansas 
will deliver the address, and Mrs. Margaret Truman Daniel and Antal 
Dorati will receive honorary degrees at the February 17 winter 
convocation of the George Washington University in Constitution Hall. 

George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott will 
confer the honorary degrees as well as degrees in course. Approximately 
950 graduates are expected to receive degrees at the 8 p.m. exercises. 

Mrs. Daniel will receive the degree of Doctor of Letters and 
Maestro Dorati will receive the degree of Doctor of Humanities. 

Senator Fulbright, who served as chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations and, prior to that, as chairman of the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, received the degree of Bachelor of Laws with 
distinction from George Washington in 1934. He was an instructor in 
law at George Washington in 1935-36. 

Senator Fulbright, who served two years as president of the 
University of Arkansas, is the originator of the Fulbright scholarships 
and exchange program which have enabled hundreds of students and faculty 
members to study outside their own countries. George Washington 
University presented the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws to him in 


1959. 
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Mrs. Daniel, author of the best-selling biography of her late 
father, Harry S. Truman , is a graduate of George Washington. She 
received the degree of Bachelor of Arts from the University's Columbian 
College with a major in history in 1946. The graduation exercises were 
held in Constitution Hall and her father, then President of the United 
States, gave the address and received the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws. Mrs. Daniel made her debut as a concert singer in Pittsburgh in 
1947, and between then and 1955 she made some 30 concert tours across 
the country. She continued to make regular radio and television 
appearances, was co-host on the NBC program "Weekday," and for seven 
years conducted her own interview program, "Authors in the News." Mrs. 
Daniel first appeared in summer theater productions in 1954 and 
subsequently made frequent summer theater tours. In addition to her 
father's biography, she is the author of Souvenir , a personal memoir, 
and White House Pets . 

Antal Dorati, music director of the National Symphony Orchestra 
since 1970, is concurrently principal conductor of the Stockholm 
Philharmonic. A native of Budapest, he was the youngest student in the 
history of its Academy of Music to receive a degree when he was 
graduated at 18. Trained as composer, cellist, pianist, and conductor, 
he was named coach and soon after, a conductor of the Royal Opera House 
in Budapest. In 1934, he joined the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo as its 
leading conductor. He made his American debut in 1937 with the National 
Symphony Orchestra when he guest-conducted an al1-Beethoven concert. 
After extensive tours of Australia he returned to the United States, 
became director of the New Opera Company of New York, and was active 
with the American Ballet Theatre, the Dallas Symphony Orchestra, the 
•iinneapolis Symphony. 
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He has been closely associated with the London Symphony Orchestra and 
the BBC Symphony. During the summers Maestro Dorati has appeared at 
the major European festivals and has won eight Grand Prix du Disque for 
his recordings. He has conducted numerous American premieres of musical 
works and he, himself, composes at least one major composition a year. 

Five graduates of GWU will receive alumni achievement awards. GWU 
General Alumni Association President E.A. Wareham, 3rd, will present the 
recipients to GWU President Elliott. Those receiving awards will be: 
Robert C. Brasted, professor of chemistry, the University of Minnesota; 
William E. Casselman, II, Counsel to the President; Von Russel Eshleman, 
professor of electrical engineering at Stanford University, co-director 
of the institution's Center for Radar Astronomy, and consultant to NASA; 
Harry A. Feldman, former professor and chairman of the Department of 
Medicine of the State University of New York, and research scientist in 
the area of rheumatic fever; and Joyce Hens Green, an Associate Judge 
of the Superior Court of the District of Columbia. 

The honored status of professor emeritus will be conferred on J.C. 
Dockeray, professor of finance and former dean of GW's School of 
Government and Business Administration. 

The Reverend Kathleen Brewer, minister of the United Christian 
Campus Ministry at George Washington, will give the invocation and 
benediction at the exercises. Music will be provided by the George 
Washington University Orchestra under the direction of George Steiner.

GWU INVESTIGATORS RAISE DUE PROCESS QUESTIONS ABOUT 
SUPREME COURT’S INFORMATION SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, D.C.--The Supreme Court’s information process may be 
hindering litigants’ rights to procedural due process, according to a 
team of investigators at The George Washington University. This and 
other observations of information flow to the Supreme Court are 
contained in the report of a six-month pilot study scheduled for 
publication later this year. Entitled "The Supreme Court, the Adversary 
System, and the Flow of Information to the Justices: A Preliminary 
Inquiry," the study was funded by a grant from the Law and Social 
Sciences Program of the National Science Foundation. 

The pilot study was conducted by professors Arthur S. Miller and 
Jerome A. Barron of GWU's National Law Center and Program of Policy 
Studies in Science and Technology, assisted by Charles M. Lamb of the 
Program of Policy Studies. 

The project attempted to isolate and trace the various sources of 
information utilized by the Supreme Court, the means whereby information 
is communicated to the Court, and finally, the actual or possible effects 
of this information on Supreme Court decisions. A descriptive model of 
the information flow to the Court was also developed. In the course of 
the research, two major lines of cases were selected for analysis in 
order to examine the flow of information to the Court: the new public 
law of libel cases ( N.Y. Times v. Sullivan); and the landmark abortion 
cases (Roe v. Wade and Doe v. Bolton) . 
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Miller and Barron contend that the Supreme Court, by relying on 
its own independent research, or by otherwise using information in its 
decision-making * process that is unknown to litigants, may in fact be 
depriving the litigants.of their constitutional right to procedural due 
process. They note: "If the rights and duties of uncounted Americans 
are being affected or influenced, if not controlled, by Supreme Court 
decisions often based on independent research conducted voluntarily by 
the Justices, then the products of those researches, to the extent that 
they are significant in the final decisions, are not tested by contrary 
argument. Those who lose, whether they are the particular litigants 
before the bar of the Court, or those in the general public whose values 
run counter to the decisions, are not accorded their 'day in court' 
that is basic to the due process concept." 

Miller and Barron also raise due process questions about recent 
liberal applications of judicial notice by the Supreme Court and lower 
appeals courts in cases of particular social significance. "The 
fundamental problem raised by taking a broad-gauged view of judicial 
notice at the appellate level," they stated, "is one of procedural due 
process. This [use of judicial notice] results in retrying the case 
at the Supreme Court level, but without the benefit of counsel, and 
with the Justices being the sole participants in the informing process." 

Using the Times and abortion cases as focal points, the investiga¬ 
tors suggested six preliminary propositions that reflect their observa¬ 
tions of the Court's means of obtaining, and use of, relevant informa¬ 
tion: 1) In cases of broader social significance, there is a tendency 
for the Court to ignore narrow "adjudicative" facts and to focus on 
larger, more general issues; 2) The bar of the Court now treats the 
Court much like a legislative committee -- major premises are offered 
on the basis of their virtue as "policy," rather than on their 
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authoritative character as "law;" 3) New doctrine is often urged on 
participating counsel by the Court, rather than the reverse; 4) The 
validity of nonlegal data used in a case before the Court is frequently 
not subject to challenge by the losing party; 5) New doctrine conveyed 
by the Court through final opinion may result as a product of informa¬ 
tion provided from both within and without the Court's formalized 
information process (briefs, appellate decisions, etc.); and 6) The 
Justices bring certain predilections and preferences, whether known 
or unknown, to the decisional process. 

Beyond these preliminary propositions. Miller and Barron offered 
five suggestions for means of improving Supreme Court procedure: 1) The 
Court could assign responsibility to a lower court for making full 
findings of fact, including judicial notice; 2) Participating parties 
could be allowed, upon timely request, to comment upon the relevance of 
submitted information in cases before the Court; 3) The Court could 
appoint a panel of resident social scientists to investigate matters 
the Court feels justify further analysis; 4) Steps could be taken, 
perhaps by a certification procedure, to improve the quality of the 
Supreme Court bar; and 5) The Court could request, when necessary, 
further briefs from counsel to expand upon, or further substantiate, 
certain points of information in question.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Professor Von Russel Eshleman of Stanford, California, 
will receive an alumni achievement award at the Winter Convocation, February 17, 
1975, of the George Washington Univei’sity, Washington, D.C. 

Professor Eshleman will be presented the award for his outstanding 
achievement in Electrical Engineering and his contribution to his professional 
field. He received his bachelor's degree in engineering from the George 
Washington University in 1949 and his Ph.D. degree from Stanford University 
in 1952. Since then Professor Eshleman has been associated with Stanford 
and is now Professor of Electrical Engineering and co-director of Stanford's 
Center for Radar Astronomy • He is also a consultant to NASA and past member 
of its Lunar and Planetary Missions Board, Ionospheres and Radio-Physics 
Sub-Committee, and past chairone of the ad hoc Panel on Auxiliary Scientific 
Uses of the Deep Space Conraunications. Facilities. Professor Eshleman was 
the leader of the group of scientists which made the first radar contact 
with the sun. His research led to his development of the method used in the 
first detailed measurements of the atmospheres of Mars and Venus. He is 
the author and co-author of over 75 papers published in scientific journals.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Drawings, paintings, wall hangings, and 
sculpture by Maria da Conceicao Andresen, Ralph R. Baney, Constance 
Costigan Christian, and Michael Krausz will be on exhibition in the 
Dimock Gallery of the George Washington University March 5 through 
March 28. The Dimock Gallery is open Monday through Friday, from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Admission is free. The four artists, who share a 
common interest in organic form and the exploration of a personal 
vision, exhibit philosophical kinship and similarity of form. 

Maria Andresen, born in Portugal where she learned European 
techniques of embroidery and crochet, will be represented by wall 
hangings and abstract cloth collages composed of appliqued patches of 
fabric and crocheted yarn. 

Ralph Baney was born in Trinidad, W.I., studied in England, and 
is a member of the Royal Society of British Sculptors, and Sculptors 
Guild, Inc. in the United States. 
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His works have been shown in Brazil and Canada and he has executed 
commissions in Trinidad. Baney creates free sculptural forms which 
seem to evolve from the native woods he employs. 

Constance Costigan Christian, an instructor in secondary art, 
crafts, and ceramics for the Arlington County Public Schools is 
represented by an imagery of semi-abstract lead pencil paintings that 
appear to be derived from human and other natural forms. Ms. Christian, 
a Fellow of the Royal Society of Arts, is represented in private 
collections in the United States, England, and Continental Europe. 

Her work is being shown this year at Talbot Rice Arts Centre, University 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and at the Gulbenkian Gallery, University of 
Kent at Canterbury, England. 

Michael Krausz, assistant professor of philosophy at Bryn Mawr 
College, was trained as a philosopher at the universities of Oxford 
and Toronto. His works, consisting of paintings and drawings, often 
combine the two media. His ink drawings are somewhat surrealistic and 
typically depict metaphysical structures, while large environmental 
paintings appear to be influenced by the American Southwest, where he 
has spent some time. He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Arts, England, in 1973.
